30 Regarding the waterproof structure at the upper edge, 

as shown in detail in Fig. 2, the rear part of the upper 
wall 1 of the body 6 is formed in three steps, to provide a 
corresponding part 12 in zigzag, and the rear part of the

upper wall 9 of the lid 7 is formed in two steps, to 
provide a corresponding part 13 in zigzag, which 
substantially matches with the corresponding part 12. The 
upper steps of the two corresponding parts 12 and 13, that 
5 is, the horizontal corresponding portions of the upper 
walls 1 and 9 and the vertical corresponding portions 
continuous to these upper walls are appropriately alienated 
from each other and formed as the non-contact corresponding 
parts 14 and 14. The vertical corresponding portions and 
10 the horizontal corresponding portions as the edges of the 
second steps are arranged close to each other, so as to 
form contact corresponding parts 15 and 15.

15 Regarding the fitting of the upper edges in the above 

embodiment, the number of zigzag steps may be increased or 
decreased, and the arrangement order of the contact 
corresponding parts and the non-contact corresponding parts 
may be appropriately changed. For example, the steps can 

20 be formed as in the embodiments shown in Figs. 4, 5, 6, and 
7. It is important to arrange the contact corresponding 
parts and the non-contact corresponding parts in zigzag 
alternately. 
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
